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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as not falling within one of the four 
statutory categories of invention. Supreme Court precedent 1 and recent Federal Circuit 
decisions 2 indicate that a statutory "process" under 35 U.S.C. 101 must (1) be tied to 
another statutory category (such as a particular apparatus), or (2) transform underlying 
subject matter (such as an article or material) to a different state or thing. While the 
instant claim recites a series of steps or acts to be performed, the claim neither 
transforms underlying subject matter nor positively ties to another statutory category 
that accomplishes the claimed method steps, and therefore does not qualify as a 
statutory process. For example the method for processing an information including 
steps of determining and computing is of sufficient breadth that it would be reasonably 
interpreted as a series of steps completely performed mentally, verbally or without a 
machine. The Applicant has provided no explicit and deliberate definitions of 
"determining", or "computing" to limit the steps of processing the information 
with a machine. In re Bilski. These steps of claim 14 are performed without a 
machine.

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4. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is direct 
to non-statutory subject matter as follows. Claim 15 defines a computer program 
product embodying function description material. However, the claimed does not define 
a computer-readable medium or memory and is thus non-statutory for that reason (i.e., 
"when functional descriptive material is recorded on some computer-readable medium it 
becomes structurally and functionally interrelated to the medium and will be statutory in 
most cases since use of technology permits the function of the descriptive material to be 
realized"- Guidelines Annex IV). That is, the scope of the presently claimed a computer 
program product can range form paper on which the program is written, to a program 
simply contemplated and memorized by a person. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

Each independent claims 1 and 11 identifies the uniquely distinct features: 
" penalty estimation means to estimate a second set of penalty values representing 
relations between the first sample and the respective other samples: computing means 
to compute a third set of combined values bv means of combining respective elements 
of the first set of correlation values and the second set of penalty values: selection 
means to select a particular sample of the composite color television signal on basis of 
the corresponding combined value compared to further combined values of the third set 
of combined values: and decoding means to determine at least one final value of a set 
of values comprising a final luminance value and two color values corresponding to the 
first pixel, on basis of the first sample and the particular sample ". All the references of 
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the record, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above 
underlined limitations obvious. 

Conclusion

applicant's disclosure. 

Rumreich et al (US Patent No. 6,384,873 B1) disclose vector magnitude control 
of a comb filter. 

Hatano (US Patent No. 5,909,255) discloses Y/C separation apparatus. 

Yamaguchi et al. (US Patent No. 5,475,445) disclose motion adaptive luminance 
signal and color signal separation filter. 

Ishizuka et al. (US Patent No. 5,325,186) disclose motion adaptive luminance 
signal and color signal separating filter.
